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150 persons present and many of them, although not known to be 
LCN members, were of the Milwaukee Italian-gambler element. This 
included individuals such as HAROLD KLEIN, FRANK RANEY of the 
Teamsters Union, PHIL VALLEY of the: Hotel, Motel and Restaurant 
Employees Union, Dr. GUARDALABENE and Dr. JOE REGAN. A rather 
lavish spread of food was served along with wine; however, drinks 
had to be obtained from the bar and paid for as ordered. 


Informant noted that LOUIS FAZIO was doing the collecting from 
some of those present for the FRINZI campaign contribution. 
Informant did not see FAZIO trying to collect from everyone. 
present, Informant claimed that some of the donations he noted 
were as high as $100 per donor. As best informant could 
determine, FRANK BALISTRIERI took care of the cost of the dinner 
and wine, There were no speeches, While informant was present; 
he did not notice FRINZI there. 


Informant also noted that this was apparently an opportune time 
for all the LCN members to be together. FRANK BALISTRIERI took 
several LCN members aside individually and chatted with them 
during the course of the evening.  BALISTRIERI, who has been very 
cold toward the informant, talked alone to the informant, and 
BALISTRIERI suggested that they let "bygones be bygones." 
BALISTRIERI also said "things had been falling apart," apparently 
meaning as far as the over-all LCN family in Milwaukee was 
concerned, 


Informant was also told by BALISTRIERI that he was putting 

VITO AIELLO, SAM FERRARA and SANTO MARINO under STEVE DE SALVO. 
Informant noted that these three members are of the old group 
that has been opposed to the way BALISTRIERI has been running 

the Milwaukee family as boss; further, from this informant was 

of the opinion that STEVE DE SALVO is in effect a capodecina now. 


FRANK BALISTRIERI also told informant that the informant will 

be under FRANK's brother, PETE BALISTRIERI, who has been known as 
à capodecina of the Milwaukee family for some time.

Informant noted it was obvious that FRANK BALISTRIERI made these 
controlled contacts with certain LCN members when he took them 
aside and spoke privately. VITO SEIDITA, consiglieri (may also 
be known as consuleri) of the Milwaukee LCN family, was at this 
get-together and told the informant to get in line and keep in 
touch with PETE BALISTRIERI and, in effect, VITO was telling 
informant he was not being ignored by'the Milwaukee LCN family 
leadership as he bad been in the recent past. SEIDITA did 
mention that there was someone in the Milwaukee family whom they 
do not trust. SEIDITA gave no indication that he knew who it 
might be. 


Informant was told at this meeting by PETE BALISTRIERI to report 
to him, PETE said he was a "capo," 


It was informant's observation based upon the above-mentioned 
get-together and the individual conversations, that for some 
reason or another FRANK BALISTRIERI is wanting and needing more 
unity in the Milwaukee LCN family which has been so badly lacking 
with BALISTRIERI's one-man domination in the past.
